When fireplaces and 
stoves are not in use dampers should 
be closed. 
Clean chimney and stove 
pipes periodically or whenever neces­ 
sary. 
Lock windows when closed. 
Draw 
shades, if practicable. 
Turn off heat 
in rooms with windows left open and 
in unused rooms. 
Remember that 
good ventilation is possible without 
large openings. 
Remeber that thermometers are bet­ 
ter gages of heat thin are the various 
members of a family, each with his 
own idea of want. 
Sixty eight to 
seventy degrees is a normal, health­ 
ful temperature for a room in which 
people live.

*Y* Worker, From Turkey, Says 
We Must Assume Greater 
Obligation. 


Confidence th at the Christian roli- 
gioh will prevail in the land of the 
unspeakable Turk was expressed by S. 
D. Steger, senior secretary 
of 
the 
Y. M. C. A. in Turkey.
